heard. 


Western Norway reports received 
at Oslo said that seafaring men 
were convinced that the heavy gun- 
fire could mean a sea battle of 
major proportions. 

Fjeld dispatches said that firing 
was heard as early as 7:30 a. m. 
there and that the shooting con- | 
tinued all morning. Observers at 
Fjeld (CQ) said that they had seen 
warships through murky mists and 
had heard the roar of airplane mo- 
tors.

SAN FRANCISCO — In a state-, 
ment especially directed at citizens

In the guest 
rooms of his adobe Ey Ranchita— 
where the town of Whittier stands 
today — Pio kept the traditional 
plates of money for the convenience 
of his guests.
